16 s., due by the Wexford Harbour Commissioners as portion of surplus 
dues, under 59tli clause of the Act, lor the yeur ending- 31 March 1864, and a further sum, 
the amount of which cannot be now calculated, at the expiration of every following year, 
ending 31 March. 

■(A) A sum not exceeding 500 1. during the year 1806, and every subsequent year, by the 
Embankment Company, under clause 59 ; this amount can be commuted for under 
clause 62. 

<c) A proportion of the sum of 10,000 1. by the Embankment Company, authorised under 
clause 68, in comparison to the amount of land that may have been reclaimed since the 
date of the Award made on 19 September 1859, that Award fixing the 6um of 4,950/. upon. 
2,042 a. 2 b. 13 p. then embanked; 3,167 a.. 2 it. remaining to be embanked; the sum 
of 6,050/., therefore, the portion of the 10,000/. which remains on the lands not then 
embanked, would all have to be paid if all the lands were embanked, and a proportionate 
sum for any part of them.
